there is no top crop except in the Red 
river belt, and not very good there. 
The average price paid for seed is $10 
per ton. 
M ississippi has ginned 40 per cent 
leas th an last year. Crop conditions are 
38 per cent w orse; no top crop; seed, 
$13. 


A labam a has ginned 45 per cent less; 
condition 32 per cent worse; no top 
crop; seed, $12. 
A rkansas has ginned 91 per cent less; 
condition, 41 per cent worse; light top 
clop; seed, $12. 
Indian T erritory has ginned 80 per 
cent less; condition, 31 per cent w orse;
